However the battle 
for complete recovery proved well beyond 
this litle brave warrior’s capacity to sur- 
vive. 

The diminutive, Watson, played over

And of course, there wouldn’t have been 
many dry eyes in the country when Cathy 
Freeman finally overcame so much pres- 
sure and expectation to win the 400 metre 


But it is the other stories that made me 
swell with pride. 

Only in Australia could such downright 
faimess happen. We know all about this in 
soccer terms especially when it comes to 
refereeing and the one-sidedness we usual- 
ly face overseas but continue to be fair here 
at home, 

I read Mike Gibson’s column in The 
Daily Telegraph a few days ago and he 
mentioned a young British walker, whose 
name escapes me - that’s beside the point 
anyway. 

The biggest cheer in the stadium that day 
was reserved for this young man - not 
because he won a gold but because he fin- 
ished last in the 50km walk event.

WA STADIUM 
DUE IN 2002

rganised soccer may have been 

running in Western Australia 

since 1896, but the worldis great- 
est team sport has never been able to 
call anywhere home, But that is all 
about to change following the welcome 
news from the WA State Government 
that a purpose-built stadium for soccer 
and rugby, will be in operation by the 
year 2002. 

“As important as the grand final being a 
historic event, so too was the announce- 
ment from the Premier of Westen 
Australia, Mr Richard Court, together with 
the Minister of Sport, Norman Moore, that 
the new soccer stadium will commence 
construction next month and hopefully 
be ready for the 2002/2003 sea- 
son,i said a delighted Paut 
Afkos who has played an 
important role together with 
the state government in get- 
ting a soccer venue in Perth. 

From the 28 years of 
highs and lows during my involvement 
with soccer in this state, there are two 
memorable moments that stand out. The 
first was in June 1994 when former Soccer 
Australia chairman David Hill and myself, 
visited the WA Premier to discuss and 
inform Mr Court that Perth will have a 
team in the National Soccer League, com- 
mencing in 1996. The second momentous

event, and not taking anything away from 
the grand final, was the announcement of 
the construction of a purpose-built stadi- 
um,’ Afkos said. 

Ideally situated next to the 
Entertainment Centre in Wellington Street, 
Perth, there is a bus and terminal close-by 
as well as six multi-storey car parks inside 
a 300-metre radius. 

The open-plan design includes seating 
for 19,000 but this can be increased to 
35,000 when Perth Glory becomes more 
successful. There will be four large televi- 
sion quality light towers for evening 
matches, while the spectators enjoy 
Subiaco Oval style seating. “The Shedi 
boys have also been considered and there 
will be a selected area at the northern end 

of the ground which itself will run 
in a North-South position. 

The family has not been for- 
gotten and will be looked 
after on the eastem side 
where a grassed area will 
allow families to enjoy the 
pre-match entertainment as 
well as the main event. The State 
Government have made it clear that the 
stadium will not only be exclusively for 
Perth Glory, it will be available for all of 
soccer 10 share its utilisation, particularly 
main event games of the various state soc- 
cer associations.

Cameroon won 5-3 on penalties

fter a great tourna- 
ment and a fantas- 
tic match to decide 


the Womens gold medal, 
no-one could have dreamt 
up the script better for the 
final statement in Olympic 
football for Sydney 2000. 
The game could have been 
completely out of 
Cameroon’s reach after only 
five minutes after they 
endured the worst possible 
start to any game, let alone 
an Olympic final. 


The dream Is over: Spain realise they are not going home with gold. 


Spanish striker Jose: Mari 
was fouled outside the box 
after 35 seconds and mid- 
fielder Xavi curled his free- 
kick into the bottom left- 
hand comer after just 75 sec- 
onils. 

The Africans probably 
hadn’t recovered from that 
set-back when Jose Mari 
again was fouled by Aaron 
Nguimbat but this time 
inside the area. Only four 
minutes had been played. 
Cameroon had barely 
touched the ball. 

Angulo stepped up, but 
16-year-old Cameroon goal- 
keeping sensation Carlos 
Kameni dived to his right to 
save the spot-kick much to 
the delight of the underdog 
supporting Australian crowd 
of over 98,000. 

Remarkably, Kameni’s 
first two touches of the ball 
had been firstly to pick it out 
of the net and secondly, sav- 
ing a penalty. 

To Cameroon's credit, a 
game that looked like it 


might become a walkover, 
became anything but. 

Cameroon went on all out 
attack searching for an 
equaliser. 

Patrick Mboma could 
have equalised in the 17th 
minute when he leaped high- 
est to meet a Serge Branco 
cross. Mboma, who was 
slightly off his game in the 
first half, skimmed his head- 
er wide of the post. 

A game full of incident 
saw Spain have to change 
their captain in the 26th 
minute. After a heavy clash 
skipper Toni Velamazan was

Devastating last six minutes sees Cameroon through

ustralia’s queen of 
the track, Cathy 
Freeman lit the 


Olympic cauldron, but a 
rain-sodden Melbourne and 
the indomitable Lions 
doused the Chilean spirit as 
Cameroon came from 
behind to reach the Olympic 
final after beating Chile 2-1 
last Tuesday night in front of 
64,338 spectators. 

The Chilean band played on 
in the rain at the packed MCG, 
Bare-bellied dancing girls 
gyrated in the wet. The colour- 
ful troupe in national costumes 
also braved the damp condi- 
tions and thousands of Chilean 
fans had congregated to urge 
their stars to victory, 

Chile had a gold medal 
chance within its. grasp, when 
an own goal put them ahead in 
the 78th minute, But a stun- 
ning equaliser in the 84th 
minute and a heart-stopping 
penalty with seconds left to 
full time, catapulted Cameroon 
in sight of gold. 

Despite protests by Chile 


coach Nelson Acosta, the 
South Americans had emerged 
as favourites to win gold after 
Brazil and Italy nose-dived out 


of the tournament. 
Afler finishing at the top of 
Group B, ahead of Spain, 


Korea and Morocco, the 
Chileans disposed of title 
defender Nigeria in emphatic 
fashion, beating the Africans 
4-1 in the quarter-finals. 

Now they found themselves 
up against another powerful 
African nation, the 
indomitable Lions of 
Cameroon, who proved their 
ability in the group stage, fin- 
ishing runner-up to USA, 
ahead of Kuwait and the 
Czech Republic. 

They confirmed their repu- 
tation as giant killers by 
knocking out Brazil with nine 
men and a golden goal in the 
113th minute, 

But their victory came at a 
heavy cost. Suspension robbed 
Cameroon of captain and Real 
Madrid player Geremi Njitap 
Fotso as well as defender 
Aaron Nguimbat, both red- 
carded against Brazil. 

Cameroon coach Jean-Paul 
Akono had provided Chile 


with additional motivétion, 
when he declared Chile p ayed 
“defensive football”, despite 
fie fact the medal favourite 
had scored 11 goals so far, 

“They play defensive foot- 
ball,” Akono declared. “They 
don’t play positive football. 
They might be top scorers in 
the tournament but it’s a para- 
dox. The way they play is not 
spectacular for the crowds,” he 
said rather controversially, 
considering the Chileans has 
endeared themselves to record 
Melbourne crowds, 

But Akono’s assertions 
seemed to be correct, the way 
Chile appeared content to get 
behind the Cameroon defence 
on the counter. The South 
Americans beat the offside 
trap a couple of times in the 
first half and forced the 
Cameroon defence to scramble 
back and clear, 

Free on the right, Zamorano 
found 16-year-old Cameroon 
“keeper Carlos Kameni in his 
path after four minutes. 
Twenty minutes later the 
young star also blocked a shot 
by Reinaldo Navia for a corner 
after Tello had got to the goal 
line on the left and crossed it 
into the box. 


Kameni again denied 
Zamorano with a brilliant save 
inthe 58th minute.

way through the Cameroon 
defence, but Kameni spread 
himself well and blocked the 
shot before saving it at the sec- 
ond instant. 

Cameroon rebounded with 
a blistering attack after 64 
minutes, but Mboma and Eto’o 
had their shots saved by Tapia. 

Chile should have scored 
from two good chances in the 
66th and 69th minutes, but 
Cristian Alvarez shot over the 
bar and after having crossed 
three minutes later Claudio 
Maldonado headed over the 
bar. 

Chile increased the pressure 
but Cameroon managed to 


scramble clear. 

Kameni performed a minor 
miracle in the 77th minute 
when three Chileans were on 
side and free on goal. 
Maldonado took the shot but 
Kameni saved, much to the 
frustration of Zamorano, 

Chile finally broke the 
deadlock in the 78th minute. 
Substitute Sebastian Gonzalez 
put in the shot. Kameno par- 
tied, but the ball bounced off 
the knee of the unfortunate 
Nicolas Alnoudji and into the 
net, It looked curtains for the 
Lions, but they levelled six 
minutes later. 

Lauren took the comer, 
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which was _half-cleared. 
Patrick Mboma got to the ball 
and found the net through a 
forest of Chilean legs. 

Extra time and a possible 
golden goal loomed. But 
Mboma changed all that. 
When he was brought down 
inside the area by Contreras, 
French referee Stephane Bre 
pointed to the spot and Lauren 
blasted home the winner with 
seconds left in the match. 

“This was a great- match 
between two great teams. It 
was an open game with a lot of 
individual play. It was a great 
‘spectacle, but there has to be a 
winner and it happened to be 


Cameroon,” a jubilant AKono 
said. 

“Our attacking style was 
the key aspect. Chile scored 
an accidental goal, but it 
made our players even more 
determined. A gold medal 
was our objective. Nigeria 
paved the way and 
Cameroon is now moving 
towards it,” a confident 
Akono said. 

“The game was lost by us, 
because of the way we 
played. Not being in the final 
is our own fault. But we have 
to live with it,” a disappoint- 
ed Acosta said.
